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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a first office action on the merits of patent application S. N. 10/518,290. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, "the frame" (claim 9), 
the "crank-bell" (claim 15), the "clutch pressure plate" (claim 18), the "clutch spring 
pack" (claim 18) and the "hand-operated gearshift/foot operated clutch release" (claim 
22) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should 
be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
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Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Noting that the specifics of the hand-operated gearshift/foot operated clutch 
release are unknown, it is unknown how the kit the conversion occurs. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-14 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 recites "a selected type". The recitation extends the scope of the claim 
as to render it indefinite. 
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Also, the claims are replete with recitations having insufficient antecedent basis. 
For example claim 7 recites "the pawl upset pin", claim 9 recites "the detent plate" and 
"the frame", claim 10 recites "the pawl dente pin" and "the detent plate", claim 12 recites 
the "pawl upset pin", and claim 13 recites "the pawl shaft". Applicant's cooperation in 
ensuring proper antecedent basis for the claim elements is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 and 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Tsuboi ('820). 

Tsuboi discloses a foot operated gearshift hand operated clutch release unit (Fig. 
1) for a motorcycle comprising a pedal (1), a pedal axis (2) with rest and loaded 
positions, a cam subassembly (Fig. 5), a motion transmitting link (23, 24), a cam (19), a 
cam plate (3), a plurality of teeth (20), a unitary structure of the cam/cam plate, a ratchet 
mechanism (17, 17') with a pair of arms, a plurality of angular positions, a pawl-upset 
pin (31), a pedal return resilient element (16), a pawl return resilient element (22), a shift 
linkage (32), a crank bell (33), a hand operated clutch lever (Fig. 1).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.$.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 17-20, and 20-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable overTsuboi ('820). 

Tsuboi does not show the specifics of the claimed clutch/lever actuation system. 



Considering that the structure of the clutch mechanism of the modern/old motorcycle is 
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unknown (e.g., push-type, pull-type, multi-plate, single-plate, centrifugal, etc.) and the 
conventional nature of adjustable cable operated clutch actuation mechanism, the 
examiner takes official notice that it would have been obvious to use such a 
conventional mechanism in the device of Tsuboi to control the engagement and 
disengagement of the clutch device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-14 and 21 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Weber ('163) and Carone ('99) disclose other pedal operated transmission 
mechanism. Weber, in particular, discloses a mechanism for supplementing hand 
control of the transmission.
